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Members Voting on Freight Pact 


Voting by more than 450,000 
Teamsters on the Master Freight 
negotiated proposals between the 
Teamsters and the Trucking Em- 
ployers Inc. (Representatives of the 
major freight carriers) is in prog- 
ress as the paper goes to press. 

Members in the Bay Area are 
voting on the Master Freight pro- 
posals and the Joint Council 7 
Pickup and Delivery supplement 
that covers their particular phases 
of work and conditions. 


LOCAL MEETINGS were held 
to explain the contract and supple- 
ment and also to explain the meth- 
od of voting, supervised by the U.S. 
Labor Department. 

The Master Contract to be voted 
on was the same as proposed ear- 
lier but with an added reopener 
clause which says that if any sig- 
nificant segment of the carrier in- 
dustry in Chicago agrees to a higher 
wage settlement, then the Master 
Contract will be reopened for wage 
negotiations. 

It also says that if the two sides 
could not agree after 30 days of 
negotiations, then the Union will 
be free to strike. 


THE AGREEMENT to submit 
the contract proposals for vote of 
the membership was agreed on by 
representatives of Locals involved 
in the negotiations at a meeting in 
Washington April 29. The reopener 
clause and the threat of anti-Team- 
ster legislation were factors in the 
submission of the negotiated terms 
for ratification or rejection by the 
membership. 

The vote is being taken after 
strikes by Local Teamster members 
in all parts of the country including 
a four days strike by Local 70 mem-

Statewide 
Propositions 


Here is rundown of the California 
Teamsters Legislative recommenda- 
tions on the eight statewide ballot 
propositions to appear on the June 
2 primary election ballot: 








WASHINGTON—While the Nix- 
on Administration kept beating the 
drums in its phony “anti-inflation” 
fight, the cost of living went up 
again in March—by five-tenths of a 
point. 

This may not look like much 
technically but it showed that the 
average American worker is still 
on the economic treadmill, gettin 
farther and farther behind. < 

The increase brought the cost of 
living index to a record high of 
133.2—meaning that it cost $1.33 
to buy food and other things that 
cost $1 during the 1957-59 period. 

AND ADDING INSULT to in- 
jury, Labor Secretary George P. 
Schultz told the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce annual meeting here 
that companies must resist “high” 
wage demands. 

Although the March increases in 
living costs resulted largely from 
hikes in consumer services, mostly

creases, food prices also increased 
when normally they should have 
dropped, if only slightly. 

MEDICAL COSTS moved upward 
during March, mostly because of in- 
creased doctors’ fees and hospital 
expenses. Medical care went up 1.5 
percent to an index rating of 161.55 
which meant that a medical bill of 
$10 in 1957-59 would now amount 
to $16.16—almost two-thirds high- 
er.

Fringe benefits provided under 
Teamster contracts and ways in 
which these can be improved came 
in for microscopic examination dur- 
ing a four-day Workshop recently 
concluded under auspices of the 
Western Conference. 

More than 350 representatives 
from Local unions and Joint Coun- 
cils throughout western United 
States and Canada heard experts 
and specialists discuss health-care 
from every standpoint, pensions, 
the administration of such trusts 
and how any existing shortcomings 
might be rectified. Local union sec- 
retary-treasurers and their business 
representatives learned first-hand 
from administrators of trusts, actu- 
aries, lawyers, a prominent doctor, 
a dentist and others what can be 
done to improve programs and ben- 
efits for members. 


The sessions definitely were. in- 
structive. Also, they afforded the 
union leaders an insight into what 
lies ahead in the broad fields of 


health-care and pensions and what 


they, as individuals, can and must 
do to carry out the responsibilities 
of the offices they occupy. 
Conference Director Einar O. 
Mohn focused in on the theme of 
the Workshop sessions in Honolulu 
by asserting that past accomplish- 
ments in obtaining fringe benefits, 
even though they have been more 
helpful and good for a Teamster 
and his family, no longer are suf- 
ficient to meet the need. } 
“As a result of my studies,” said 
Mohn, “I am convinced we are not 
getting as much as we can out of 


our health and welfare plans. We 


must harness our collective unity 
and strength to get better plans and 
to see that they are administered

To Pres. Nixon About Hoffa

Dear President: 

I am writing to you to suggest 
you consider granting a Presidential 
pardon to Jimmy Hoffa, President 
of the Teamsters Union . 

Jimmy Hoffa is a famous public 
figure, a leader of extraordinary 
personal magnetism. Let us show 
the Unions that we are a party of 
compassionate people. By showing 
the Unions we show the whole 
world what a great democracy this 
is. They will catch the true vision 
of what we are about. Let us not 
gratify our personal resentments 
and desires by heaping punishment 
on political prisoners—That is what 
Jimmy Hoffa is, regardless of the 
conviction. He is no better or worse 
than others. He was a thorn in the 
side of Robert Kennedy and many 
Politicians and he was in the way. 
He had to be crushed and broken, 
so the spys were sent out to dig up 
the dirt. If you dig long and hard 
enough you'll find it and so they 
did; but in punishing him they pun- 
ished an entire body of men. They 
crucified their leader.

In asking for a Presidential par- 
don for Jimmy Hoffa I respectfully 
call your attention to other leaders 
in History who have used a situa- 
tion such as this to a great advan- 
tage. By setting Hoff free we have 
released a Martyr. Remember, it 
was not the Republicans who jailed 
him. By releasing Hoffa we will win 
over not only the rank and file 
members of the teamsters Union 
but all other Union members 
throughout the United States and 


they will suddenly take a new look 


at the Republican Party. 

We will need the help of the Un- 
ions in 1972. Hoffa can do it for us. 
Releasing him will give -us world 
wide publicity. Let’s begin breaking 
a few precedents if we must. Noth- 
ing will confound our enemies more 
or delight our friends less.

Unemployment Insurance Info 


It’s no complicated or difficult 
problem to apply for unemployment 
insurance if you’re employed. You 
have to apply in person, you can’t 
do it by mail! Just go into the un- 
employment insurance office near- 
est to where you live and tell the 
interviewer there you want to ap- 
py for unemployment insurance. 
They’ll take it from there and show 
you what to do. 


Don’t be overwhelmed by the few 
forms that they give you. They’re 
necessary to start the ball rolling. 
On the application for benefits you 
will need to supply your name, ad- 
dress and most important, your So- 
cial Security number. Also you will 
need to provide the name and ad- 


dress of your very last employer 
and the date you last worked. Now 
notice that I said your “very last 


employer.’ Some people will have 


a short-time job after having had 
a regular job. They decide to give 


the name of the last regular em- 


ployer rather than the last actual 
employer, because they believe the 
department will need this to get 
their main wage credits. This is 
wrong! The separation reason on 
the very last employment will af- 
fect eligibility. The Social Securi- 
ty number will supply the earnings 
information. 

After applying, in a few days you 
will receive a statement in the mail 
which lists your earnings in the 
base period.

On April 11, 
1970, our Vice 
President, Stan Botelho, and I went 
to Chicago to see what the facts 
were. We talked to the I. B. T. lo- 
cals and the Independent Chicago 
Truck Drivers local. They gave us 
their expired agreements and the 
new agreements that they are hav- 
ing all companies sign, which pro- 
vide for increases of 65c in 1970, 
20e in 1971 and 50c in 1972—-plus 
other improvements. 


At the April Stewards’ Meeting 
there was a very good turn-out. We 
had two guest speakers from the 
State of California—Mr. Richard O. 
Dexter, Unemployment Insurance 
Office, and Mr. Ray E. Schultz, Dis- 
trict Disability Insurance. We had 
a question-and-answer period, and I 
believe that they did a very good 
job in informing our members of 
their rights. | 


At the regular membership meet- 
ing of April, Mr. Lou Brandzel who 
handles the Voluntary Wage Con- 
tinuation. Plan with the Los An- 
geles Life Inurance Company was 
present to answer any questions 
concerning his plan. After his pres- 
entation the meeting continued 
with the regular order of business. 
It was a lengthy meeting which 
lasted until after midnight.

Crucial Ballot For Lo 


Members of Local 70 have re- 
ceived or are about to receive their 
crucial Master Freight contract bal- 
lots. They and more than 450,000 
Teamsters across the country will 
be voting whether to accept or re- 
ject the negotiated proposals cover- 
ing every phase of the freight in- 
dustry. 

Local 70 members after three 
meetings and four days on strike 
have voiced their dissatisfaction 
with the proposals. 


THE NEW proposal is the same 
monetary package originally sub- 
mitted by the employer, but with a 
clause added the provides for re- 
opening on wages if any segment of 
the industry agrees on a higher 
wage scale. Then the Union and 
the employers will open negotia- 
tions. If there is no agreement after 
30 days then the Union will have 
the right to strike. 

At the last meeting more than 
1800 members voted to reject the 
Master Freight proposals and the 
Joint Council 7 supplement. 

AT A TWO HOUR meeting in 
which the Master Freight proposals 
and the supplement agreement 
were read and explained to the 
members, motion was made to 
reject. | | 

The motion, explained President 
Jim Muniz, was only a gesture re- 
gardless of the action by the mem- 
bers at the meeting. The members 
would still receive a ballot in the 
mail and only their rejection or 
approval on the ballot will be 
counted. 

Despite this explanation the 
membership insisted upon a voice 
vote against the proposed contract. 


THE MEMBERS also made a mo- 
tion, carried unanimously, that the 
Local take means to withdraw from 
the Master Freight agreement and 
that the officials take steps to re- 
gain the power of attorney given to 
the International.

WASHINGTON (PAI) — March 


figures on the cost-of-living show 


that inflation is far from licked 
and that the average American 
worker is still on a neconomic 
treadmill. 


The cost of living went up five- 
tenths of a point and is now at a 
record high index of 133.2 in terms 
of 1957-59 when it was 100. 


“Real” earnings or buying power 
for the average worker with three 
dependents amounted to $77.40— 
down one cent from February and 
down 43 cents from a year ago. 


Average gross wages over the 
year were up $5.87 at $117.55 a 
week, but higher taxes and living 
costs have driven their value down 
to a widening spread between -take- 
home pay and what those wages 
can buy in the market place. 


The March increase in living 
costs resulted largely from boosts 
in consumer services, most of the 
rise coming from increased medical 
costs and increases in mortgage in- 
terest rates. 


Medical costs, which took a 
again 
resumed their upward movement 
during March, mostly because of in- 
creased doctors’ fees and hospital 
costs. During March, medical care 
went up 1.5 percent to an Index of 
161.65, meaning that a medical bill 
of $10 in 1957-59 would now 
amount to $16.16 — almost two- 
thirds higher.

March increase in living costs was 
high interest rates reflected in 
mortgages and home buying. About 
28 percent, or more than one- 
fourth, of the increase in the March 
index was due to morgage interest 
rates alone. 

All in all the March increases in 
over-all living costs boosted the 
Consumer Price Index 6.1 percent 
above a year ago. 


Somewhat declining food prices 
partially compensated for the serv- 
ice increases so that the rate of ac- 
celeration of living costs declined 
slightly from 6.5 percent during the 
past six months to 6.3 percent dur- 
ing the past three months. But even 
the 6.3 percent is higher than the 
1969-70 rate of 6.1 percent. 

Wholesale prices climbed only 
two-tenths of a point during March 
as compared with an over-the-year 
rate of 4.4 percent. Labor Depart- 
ment economists believe this slow- 
down may be refelcted in the retail 
price index during the next two 
months, but they see no dramatic 
change in the steady price rise of 
the past year. 

As a result of the rise in living 
costs, some 44,400 workers will re- 
ceive cost-of-living wage adjust- 
ments ranging from 6 to 9 cents an 
hour to 2% percent. About 4,000 
workers whose escalator reviews 
were tied to the March price index 
will receive nothing, since they 
have already received the maximum 
increases permitted in their con- 
tracts.

Returning to matters in the land 
of tall trees, the membership of 
Local 684 struck the three major 
Soft Beverage firms in Eureka, 
setting up picket lines on Friday 
morning, April 24. Although agree- 
ment was reached on money and 
fringes the employers held firm in 
their refusal to the adoption of 
language prohibiting the sale of 
routes (distribution) thus eliminat- 
ing bargaining unit work of the re- 
spective driver salesmen, and sec- 
ondly, although negotiations con- 
tinued past April 1, with an under- 
standing that adjustments would be 
retroactive, the employers with- 
drew the retroactive provision by 
April 8. It is our hope to report 
that the issues are settled favorably 
in the next issue of this column. 

* * * 


The Beer and Wine agreement 
was concluded favorably by April 
1st, with the adjustments in wages 
being made effective Feb. 15th. The 


contract term being Jan. 1, 1970 to 
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Dec. 31, 1972, for a three year 
agreement. A significant change in 
this agreement as a ‘new’ provis- 
ion is a cost of living factor to re- 
flect as an addition to the negotiat- 
ed wage during the second and 
third terms of the agreement. 
* * * 


By the time this paper is off the 
press it now appears that the Na- 
tional Freight agreement will be 
behind us bringing the biggest in- 
crease in wages, and fringes that 
has yet been negotiated in this par- 
ticular division. 

Over the years Local 684 has 
maintained a parity of wages with 
the Freight drivers for the drivers 
who operate in the Forest Products 
line of lumber, veneer, ply- 
wood, and wood chips with the 
freight drivers. The present, 
so called soft market in the 
Forest Product’s industry may pre- 
sent some problems toward the 
adoption of the National Freight 
wage scales for these Forest Prod- 
ucts drivers. On this we will have 
a full report in our next issue as 
those independent agreements re- 
main yet to be negotiated. : 

Our warehouse agreements are 
all open pending negotiations in 
the industry before we commence 
meeting with our membership and 
the firms of Humboldt and Del 
Norte County. 

Finally in closing I would like 
to. sincerely ask our members in 
Humboldt and Del Norte County to 
check with the Local 684 office 
for a slate of those candidates who 


will appear on the Ballot for the 


June 2nd Primary Election. Lets 
elect our friends. 

With that this goes on the old 
Mule train for the month of May, 
1970.

News from Local 15 


How many of us have looked at 
someone elses misfortune or pos- 
sibly a bad case of sickness in a 
family and just took it very lightly 
and maybe muttered under our 


breaths, no, that could never hap- 
pen to me. Well we have a short 
story on one of our good friends 
and member that just seems to fit 
in with what I just said. JOE BOT- 
TINO of Clauss and Krauss after 
30 years with the company was 
forced into retirement by a crippl- 
ing disease at the age of 50 and one 
look at JOE you would have to ad- 
mit that there were some long 
years ahead of him with the com- 
pany if he hadn’t been struck down 
by Multiple Sclerosis in the prime 
of his life. JOE says that working 
for C and K. was the only job he 
ever had as he graduated from 
High School here in town one Fri- 
day night and went to work for 
them the next Monday’ morning. 
He served the Lake Tahoe area 
and in 1941 was called into the 
service and served with the En- 
gineers until his discharge in 1945 
and returned right back to his sau- 
sage truck and held down a sales 
drivers position until 1957 when 
the company recognized his talents 
and he was promoted to sales su- 
pervisor. JOE did a little of every- 
thing with this position and was 
quite happy with the whole set up. 
It was in 1962 the company entered 
a softball team in one of the 
leagues here and JOE being a ball 
player from way back, after all he 
played with the American Legion 
team in 1936 and also with Local 
857 Cannery Union Team for 15 
years so when the team was fielded 
JOE being a catcher all those years 
started making his comeback. It 
was during this softball season JOE 
started to notice that something 
was wrong with his leg as when he 
would start to run his left leg gave 
way on him several times and he 
ended up spiking himself. Well, 
needless to say JOE underwent 
some test and although he could 
walk and get around alright then, 
his diagnosis was that dreaded dis- 
ease. As the time passed on the use 
of his left leg and arm became 
more and more evident and his em- 
ployer took him off the truck and 
more less made a job for him con- 
tacting customers on the phone and 
doing some various office jobs that 
could be done while sitting down. I 
forgot to mention that they made 
an office upstairs at the plant for 
JOE and things were going along 
fairly well until 1969 JOE could no 
longer climb the stairs so they 
moved him downstairs thus elimi- 
nating the long hard pull for JOE 
up that stairway. We must add that 
although JOE was not performing 
any work under the contract his 
employer John ‘Clauss Jr. saw fit to 
continue paying him his super- 
visors wages and fringe benefits 
just as if he was out in one of the 
trucks. Last month his fellow work- 
ers and boss gave JOE a little re- 
tirement party at the plant and pre- 
sented him with some nice gifts. 
Being active all his life JOE finds it 
most difficult to adjust to this type 
of life being an invalid and having 
to get around in a wheel chair and 
on a crutch but one thing for sure 
is and that is JOE has got “FAITH” 
and when he hears someone say, 
“Keep the faith baby’ you can be- 
lieve he will. JOE is raising flowers 
in his back yard and has won quite 
a few ribbons and when he isn’t 
out in the yard he’ll get into his 
wheel chair and mosey up and 
down the block visiting his neigh- 
bors. JOE showed me a new con- 
cept in raising strawberries and 
that was he is growing them out of 
a fifty gallon wood barrel. He has 
holes drilled in the sides and a 


plant coming out of each hole and 
then those on top he has quite a 
crop. You might wonder why a bar- | 
rel but this is so he can just wheel 
up to the barrel and pluck them off 
without not trouble at all. JOE in 
prior years had been very active in 
youth baseball and named Mr. Babe 
Ruth in 1964. 


Like we had said before JOE 
himself was one of those who claim- 
ed “it would never happen to me 
guys’ but in JOE’s own words, here: 
I am 50 years old and a young 50 
at that and I’m all washed up but 
like he says, there are ruteady 
some who are a lot worse off than 
me. JOE’s wife Bernice is the bread 
winner in the family now and she

along with JOE have had a rugged 
cross to bear but they’ve got faith 
and thats all that counts.

to demand and get what is so vital- 
ly needed by each and every con- 
tributing Member at a fair and 
equitable cost. As to the Medical 
Industry as described by the ener- 
‘getic and liberal Dr. Sam Sherman 
this Industry has been dragged 
kicking and screaming into the 
twentieth century. It may be that 
Labor’s Health and Welfare Plans 
may meet the same fate. 

THERE IS ONE bright spot on 
the horizon in this regard. The Cali- 
fornia Council for Health Plan AI- 
ternatives. Started by Western Con- 
ference Director Einar Mohn, this 
Council includes representatives of 
major sections of California Labor 
Unions. Its purpose is to bring up 
to date quality medical attention by 
using the vast source of strength 
that all combined Labor Unions 
would have working together with 
common goals in mind. 

SCANNING STATISTICS, charts 
and row upon row of figures does 
not mean much until these labo- 


.riously compiled calculations can 


be related to the Members and 
monies they spend for Health and 
Welfare care. In the State of Cali- 
fornia alone each year 750 million 
dollars are spent on Health and 
Welfare Programs. In the National 
average 25 per cent of the total 
work force are Members of Organ- 
ized Labor. The resultant costs of 
the Health and Welfare spending 
must be more than astronomical 
making the Medical Industry the 


top or close to the top dollar pro- 
ducer in the Nation. 

WHEN DEALING with such 
sums of monies there is bound to 
be a certain amount of loss. An of- 
fered suggestion by Bruce Poyer 
top flight statistian was to create a 


_ structure whose chief questions 


would be why are administrative 
costs so high, who controls claims 
reserves, why huge reserves, what 
reserves are actually needed, and 
a check on Carriers retaining claim 
reserves. This structure or addition 
to the check and balance provided 
for in Federal Law would be an 
additional cost but chances are bet- 
ter than ever that the cost would be 
minimal to the savings gained. 

PENSIONS THE equally import- 

ant benefit received minute atten- 
tion. Teamster Brother Wendell 
Phillips a brilliantly knowledgeable 
Teamster on Pension matters chair- 
ed the Pension discussions. Here 
facts and figures established many 
fine points on the reasons, necessity 
and aims of Pensions. 
Pension Plans have many more 
aims than just to assure the simple 
effect of enough income to retire 
at the more or less set 65 year age 
limit. 

TECHNICAL INN OVATION S in 
all forms of work produced one 
main hard fact. That is, less men are 
required to get out necessary pro- 
duction. Vast increases in popula- 
tion with more men than are need- 
ed for jobs lead to the natural con-

THE VALUE judgement is great- 
ly different between generations.

A number of the Teamster 
Health and Welfare Plans now pro- 
vide insurance coverage for retired 
employees and their dependents. 
bc coverage for retired employees 
consists of two dif- 
ferent items. First, 
special health and 
welfare benefits 
are provided for 
the retired Team- 
ster and his de- 
pendents. Second, 
some plans also 
provide for reim- 
bursement to the 

aya Teamster for his 
ee ioe Manicure coverage in the 
event he or his wife is sixty-five 
years of age or older. 

To obtain the retired health and 
welfare coverage, the Trustees of 
the plans have established certain 
rules and regulations under which 
the Teamster must first qualify be- 
fore he can receive insurance cov- 
erage or Medicare reimbursement. 
The requirements for a_ specific 
plan may consist of any or all of the 
following: 


1. The Teamster must be receiv- 
ing pension benefits under the 
Western Conference of Teamsters 
Pension Trust Fund. 

2. The Teamster’s last employer 





must have made the necessary con- © 


tribution under the health and wel- 
fare plan to provide retired bene- 
fits.

3. The Teamster must have 
been working in the industry 
(trucking, milk, construction, etc.) 
for a certain period of time imme- 
diately prior to his retirement. 


4. An application must be made 
to the administrative office in order 
for the Teamster to receive medical 
coverage whith is in addition to any 
benefits provided under Medicare. 


The following Teamster plans 


have both medical coverage for the 


retired Teamster and his depend- 
ents and reimbursement to the 
Teamster for the cost of his Medi- 
care insurance with the Federal 
Government.

Western Conference Pension Plan 





At the present time the National 
Freight, Cannery, Brewery, Ware- 
house and other contracts are in 
negotiation. An important part of 
the negotiations is the matter of 


the contribution rate which will 
be paid on the members behalf by 
the employer to the Pension Fund. 
Since the members of the locals 
involved must vote to accept or de- 
cline the terms of the proposed con- 
tracts, and the Pension Plan con- 
tribution rate is part of that con- 
tract, this is a good time to explain 
exactly what benefits are bought 
with each nickel of Pension contri- 
butions. 


The Pension Plan provides age 
retirement benefits, termination 
benefits, death benefits, survivor 
benefits and disability retirement 
benefits. Any raise in the contri- 
bution rate effects all of the above 
mentioned benefits. 


For example, if a members hour- 
ly contribution rate were to go from 


twenty-five to thirty cents, his max- 


imum age retirement at age 65 with 
twenty-five years of credited serv- 
ice and his maximum disability 
benefit with twenty-five years of 
credited service at any age would 
rise from $221.50 to $263.00, a 
raise of $41.50 per month. For 
every nickel of additional hourly 
contribution after fifteen cents both 
the above described benefit maxi- 
mums increase $41.50:per month. 


The same contribution raise de-

scribed above increases the survivor 
benefit for children from $100 to 
$123 per month and the survivor 
benefit for the wife, after the chil- 
dren’s benefits cease, from $61.50 
to $73.00 per month. For every 
nickel raise after fifteen cents the 
the survivor benefits are raised 
$23.00 for the children and $11.50 
for the wife. 


Since lump sum death benefits 
and cash termination benefits are 
based on 30% of the contributions 
received on the behalf of the mem- 
ber a raise of 5c represents 1l¥c 
per hour increase in the total death 
and cash termination sums to a 
present preset maximum. In the 
example of a raise from twenty- 
five to thirty cent hourly contribu- 
tion the maximum death and cash 


termination benefit is increased 


from $1993.50 to $2367.00. 


Vested retirement benefits are 
based on an average hourly 
rate. Therefore the higher the con- 
tribution rate goes the higher the 
members average hourly rate goes. 
Since each member’s work history 
differs, no example is being shown. 


Since survivor benefits are not 
provided for members with. contri- 
bution rates of less than fifteen 
cents, a raise from a ten cent per 
hour rate to a fifteen cent per hour 


rate would increase the maximum ~ 


age sixty-five retirement and the 
disability retirement with twenty- 
five years of credited service from 
$100 to $150 per month.

The raises on the age retirement 
and disability benefit effect a mem- 


ber’s entire credited service as soon 
as the contribution rate is increas- 
ed, provided he had been working 
under the same pension agreement 
for the three years prior to the ef- 
fective date of his benefit. 


For example, if a member with 
twenty-five years of credit service 
was going to retire at age sixty-five 
on June 1, 1970 and he was covered 
for at least the last three years un- 
der an agreement which called for 
a 20c contribution rate effective 
June 1, 1968 and a 30c contribu- 
tion rate effective June 1, 1970 he 
would receive the maximum benefit 
under the 30c rate of $263.00 per 
month, even though he had never 
had a contribution of more than 20c 
per hour made on his behalf. How- 
ever, once a man retires any future 
contribution increase has no effect 
on his pension. 


Please keep in mind that all of 
the above information and examples 
are based on maximum benefits. 
The increases in benefits quoted 
would of course be lower if a mem- 
ber did not have enough credited 
years of service to qualify for maxi- 
mum benefits. Also none of the 
eligibility requirements for any of 
the benefits were shown. Some of 
these have been previously pub- 
lished in this column and they all 
are available on request from the 
office at 25 Taylor Street, San Fran- 
cisco, California.

We have previously discussed 
“Dual Coverage” in this column; 
therefore, there is no need to go 
over it again in detail. However, it 
is necessary to explain why many 
times payments may be delayed. 
Whenever we (Teamsters) are 
prime carriers; that is, when we 


pay first, our payments are usually- 


very prompt. Whenever another in- 


surance company is prime carrier 
they may or may not pay as prompt- 
ly; consequently we are unable to 
pay our portion of the dental claim 
until we are notified of the amount 
of the claim paid by the prime 
carrier. 


This situation results in numer- 
ous telephone calls or correspon- 
dence either with the insurance 
company or the dentist to obtain 





the information in order to expe- 
dite the payment of the claim by 


both parties. You may rest assured 
that we do our utmost to see that 
those claims are paid as quickly as 
possible. 


You may also assist us by indi- 
cating your spouse’s insurance car- 
rier and employer, local number or 
group number on the line provided 
in Part I of the claim form.

DRIVER FEDERAL RULES HURT CALIFORNIA DRIVERS 

THE FEDERAL Department of Transportation Regulations on the 
Qualification of Drivers announced last week with an effective date 
of January 1, 1971 have already had their impact on pending state legis- 
lation. The federal requirement for copies of the driver record has put 
a bigger wedge in the door. Serious offenses, even on one’s own time, 

might disqualify a driver from driving in interstate commerce. 

STATE COMPLAINT DEPARTMENT FOR CONSUMERS 
AB 2366, James Hayes (R), Long Beach, provides for the establish- 
ment of a Department of Consumer Affairs whose Director. may repre- 
sent California’s Consumers before committees, regulatory agencies and 


commissions and whoever can process complaints received from con- 


sumers. 
WAGE PAYMENT CRUEL RULE 

AB 2280, John Briggs (R), Fullerton, a bad bill. The bill provides 
that wages may be delayed as much as 72 hours to a worker who has 
been discharged or laid off. This bad bill would swell the millions of 
dollars that the Labor Commissioner must already go after for Cali- 
fornia’s workers. Such a provision would call for years of collective 
bargaining to return the immediate payment provision that is now 
automatic because the law says it must be so. This bill is assigned to 
the Assembly Labor Relations Committee. Write now urging its defeat.

TEAMSTER UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE BILLS HEARD 

SB 504, George Moscone (D), San Francisco, was heard before the 
Senate Industrial Relations Committee and taken under submission as 
are all bills on this subject. The bill provides for increases from the 
present maximum of $65 to a new high of $90 for those who earn 
between $1788 and $2748 in wages in the highest quarter of their base 
period. An identical bill authored by Assemblymen Robert Beverly 
(R), Manhattan Beach, and Pete Wilson (R), San Diego, AB 1670, is 


scheduled for hearing on May 13 in the Assembly. AB 777, Willie Brown | 
(D), San Francisco, was heard before the Finance and Insurance Sub- 


committee on Unemployment Insurance and Disability Insurance. This 
bill, also sponsored by the Teamsters, provides that the penalty for not 
disclosing a material fact would be reduced from 10 to 2 weeks. Presently 
the law makes no difference between responding with a false statement 
and failure to disclose a material fact. AB 777 would correct this 


difference. 
LOWER RATED INJURIES UNPAID 

Under the provisions of AB 1917, Paul Priolo (R), Santa Monica, 
all permanent disabilities rated at 40 per cent or less shall be 65 per cent 
of the average weekly earnings for four weeks for each 1 per cent of 
disability until the employee returns to work and thereafter 65 per cent 
of any amount by which, as a result of injury, current weekly earnings 
are computed for purposes of permanent disability. This bad bill is the 
same as one studied during the interim where Teamster witnesses voiced 
strong opposition to this bad deal for those injured on the job. | 

PUBLIC RECORDS—DRIVERS LICENSES 

AB 1982, William Bagley (R), San Rafael, provides that all public 
records kept on computers allow for inspection, as is the present law, 
but those inspecting the record will be put on the record as the snooper. 
Teamsters proposed such an identifier for driver license records and the 
enactment of AB 1982 would provide for it in all public records.
